Resolvyed—‘‘That We, as Conservatives of thé- Federal 
constituency of Strathcona, in convention assembled, desire 
to place on record our emphatic protest against the action of 
the-I*ederal Government in so precipitating the bye-election‘to 
fill the vacancy in this constituency to render a contest, 
under the conditions preyailing in this ‘vast territory, almost 
impossible. a 

Out of respect for our principles we have placed a candi- 
date in the field, yet on behalf of the Conservatire electors 
and a large number of the Independent Liberal electors 
throughout this Western country, who are coming to recog’- 
nize, in the increasing dominance of a corrupt Government 
machine, the imminence of a deadly peril to our national life, 
we issue this protest. 

We would not have it inferred by our friends in Eastern 
Canada that we are indifferent “to the issues involyed, and- 
cannot, therefore, allow the false and heartless statement, 
that the West is satisfied and contented under the present 
conditions, to pass unchallenged; for while many of our 
people have indeed failed to measure the seriousness Of the 
crisis through which the West has been passing and failed to 
raise the voice of protest as the occasion justly demanded, 
yet we have reason to hope that the day is not far distant 
when the consciences of our people shall be ‘aroused and the 
forces of coercicn and corruption shall be rebuked in- our 
midst. 

It is with feelings -f deep concern we-observe thei extent 
to which the spvils system has been carried in Canadian | 
politics and the general lowering of thosé standards ot puli- 
tical honor, generated by such a system until, to-day, the 
entire fabric of our political life has become permeated with 
corruption, and we venture to hope that we are upon the eve 
of a revival of those high ideals among the Canadian people 
which shall insure the reform of many abuses and the eleva- 
tion_of those standards of political life which shall make for 
the best interests of our young nation.”

THE FLOWING TIDE. 

There is a great wave of settlers 
rolling toward Alberta. Thous- 
ands of these are arriying:“every 
week, and thousands more are 
expected to follow. The major- 
ity of them come from the United 
States, but through the efforts of 
the Salvation Army, Immigration 
agents, and othérs, many British 
people will find homes here. 

While the rapid occupation of 
our land by an industrious and 
progressive people is very grat- 
ifying, yet there are questions cf 
grave importance arising at this 
moment from this great influx of 
population, as to their political 
character, their probable attitude 
in regard to the social, industriai 
and economic life, of Canada, 
and their sentiments toward the 
Old Land and the other parts of 
the Empire. The man, who is 
not a mere speculator, a “trader 
on the times,’’ who has the future 
as well as the present, welfaro of 
his country at heart, will have 
some suspicion of such a rush of 
settlement. He will argue that 
acortain, probably a large, per- 
centage of these settlers are 
people who drift aimlessly about, 
who never succeed anywhere be- 
cause lacking the essential qual- 
ities of colonization. It is true, 
the eastern provinces received 
their best blood from such a 
flow of settlement, but the coming 
of the United Empire Loyalists 
was governed by high motives, 
and their sterling character had 
been proven by the circumstances 
of their previous history. Des- 
cended from stern Puritan blood: 
of strong moral convictions: with 
e. strict regard for duty and a 
Christian sabbath; they came to 
found a state upon thesa princi- 
ples, and which would also be 
bound by strong ties to the 
Mother Country. 

That the emigration to Alberta, 
particularly the American ele- 
ment thereof, will tend to these 
results is not likely. There is too 
much of the commercial spirit in 
the undertaking, too much of the 
spirit that is best expressed by 
the term ‘‘inyasion.”’ 

Woe would rather see more im- 
migration from the British Isles;. 
we welcome the settlers whom the 
Salvation Army League is bring- 
ing. They sre men who wi 
have a strong attachment to the 
old land, and who will be pre- 

| pared to. adopt and to respect 
| British institutions of govern- 
ment and economy. Canada 
‘does not require immigration 
j m-zely to swell Government cen- 
/sus returns;. we have had too 
|much of that kind of ‘‘progres- 
isive policy.’”’ It is far better to 
| proceed more slowly, to exercise 
a wiso choice, and to gradually 
fill up the Province with men of 
| British blood, who are the best 
‘colonizers the world has ever 
geen. 

That the American new-comers 
will have a strong attachment to 
Eastern Canada or to Britain is 
not very probable. Their inte- 
rests will be mainly local, and 
they will have no ties of birth or 
home connecting them with those 
places. Already some American 
newspapers are predicting that 

i Western,Canada will be so Ame- 


ricanized that it will seek affilia- 
tion with the United States, and 
secede from the Eastern provin- 
ces. Whether or not this will 
ever actually occur, that such a 
feeling exists is food for grave 
reflection. Noris this mere sen- 
sational tallc; for has not such a 
man as Goldwin Smith put forth 
the doctrine, that, in this coun- 
try, the ties of commercial inte- 
rest stretch north and south; and 
that railways are necessary to 
create and strengthen ties that 
stretch east and west and connect 
these provinces with those by the 
great lakes and the sea? If this 
be true, tho character of the 
Western immigration is very im- 
portant. We wish a united Can- 
ada; a people who cherish the 
unique Canadian nationality, 
which may be described as a 
strong, upspringing, virile shoot, 
grafted upon the British trunk. 
| Let those who retain a preference 
(for the United States return 
j thither; but let those remain who 
renter into the Canadian spirit, 
the sanctity of the Canadian 
Sabbath. + 

We think these new provinces 


should give all encouragement to| NOTARY PUBLIC AND JUSTICE OF 


the Salvation Army in its efforts 
to settle these lands with British 
emigrai:ts. That the provincial 
governments should give a bounty 
for each settler of this class; and 
that the newspapers, to counter- 
act the American influence, 
should take a firm stand for a 
united Canada, and the strict 
maintenance of British sentiment 
and connection. Canada will be 
just Canada with no ‘‘East’’ or 
‘‘West” or ‘‘North’’ or ‘‘South.”’

MEETING 
THE RED DEER 
AGRICULTURE 
SOCIETY. 


Pursuant to motion of adjourn- 
ment made on the 12th inst the 
Board of Directors met in Boa‘d 
Room, P. O. Block on the 2ist 
inst at 2.30 p.m. 

Present Dr. Gaetz in the chair, 
Henry Jamieson, A. P. Olsen, D. 
McKinnon, C. White, and John 
Richards. 

In the absence of the Secretary 
C. White was appointed Secretary 
pro tem. Minutes of previous 
meeting read and approved. 

The president stated that the 
special object of the meeting was 
to consider the advisability of 
effecting a loan to cover the deLt 
of the Society, incurred in pur- 
chase of Agriculture Grounds, 
fencing the same, grading track 
and erecting certain buildings ke. 

The Agricultural Society at the 
annual meeting in December last ; 
had authorized the Board of Dir- 
ectors to effect a loan of $8509 in 
order to pay a note of $2700 due 
the Bank, and the balance to be 
applied to the erection of stock 

, sheds which are absolutely nec- 
essary to successful stock shows. 

The president had been request - 
ed by the Board to open noyotia- 
tions with some individual or cor- 
poration for the purpose of secur- 
ing a loan, and reported the re- 
sult as follows. 

Correspondence was opened 
with the manager of the Northern 
Trusts Company ;R. T. Riley Esq. 
of Winnipeg. A favorable reply 
was received, but the correspond - 
ence was interrupted by the ab- 
sence of Mr. Riley in the east 
for some weeks. Immediately 
upon his return Mr. Riley took up 
the matter of the Red Deer Agri- 
cultural Society loan with hs 
company and sent the following 
reply, in effect, that the Northern 
Trusts Company declined to limit 
the liability of the Bondsmen to 
$100 each because of the cumber- 
some nature of the proposition in 
event of having, for any cause to 
enforce the obligations of the 
Society. Butwas quite willing to 
lend the Society $3500 cn moprt- 
gage bearing interest at 8 per 
cent per annum and reqir.ng 
ten or twelve reliable men to aign 
a bond, the liability being limited 
to $300 each.

meeting was to consider and de- 
cide whether it was wise under 
all the circumstances to accept 
the loan on the terms offered, 
which were probably as favorable 
as we could expect from any Loan 
Company. The Board must keep 
in view the fact that the sum to 
be paid in interest and repayment 
of Principal from year to year 
would probably exceed the net 
earnings of the Society, and in 
unfavorable years might require 
several hundred dollars addition- 
al to be raised by private dona- 
tions. This meant that the Soc- 
iety having expended its revenues 
to meet the obligations of the 
loan would have nothing: ‘out of 
which to pay prizes, and without 
fairly good prizes, we should 
have no Fairs, and without Fairs 
the Society would have no earn- 
ing power to realize either Inter- 
est, principal or local expenses. 

The mortgages therefore would 
have no recourse but to take the 
property and leave the gociety in 
a worse condition than ever. 

The president was of opinion 
that it was up to the Society asa 
whole to make a strenuous effort 
to pay off our present liability by 
private donations from all the 
members and friends ;or reorgan- 
ize the Society on some basis 
that would offer a more hopeful 
solution of the problem than the 
suggested mortgage of the prop- 
erty. The Board spent several 
hours in discussion. A few 
members expressed their readin- 
ess to put up their quoto of the 
Society might carry on its work 
unhampered by debt. Thé pre- 
vailing opinicn however seemed 
to be that while a few of the 
members might be willing to take 
this course, some could not and 
others would not adopt this meth- 
od of meeting the situation. 

Finally the Board embodied its 
finciigs in the following resolu- 
tions. 

1st. Moved by D. McKinnon 
seconded by A. P. Olson and re- 
solved. 

“That in the opinion of this Board 
it would not be advisable to put 
a mortgage of $3500 on our Agri- 
cultural Grounds and plant for 
the reason that the annual Inter- 
est coupled with repayment of 
principle would probably more 
than absorb the Annual income 
of the Society from year to year, 
rendering it impossible to pay 
prizes, and therefore impossible

‘to maintain a Fair at all. 


2nd Moved by John Richards 
and seconded by A. P. Olson and 
resolved, that in the judgment of 
this Board it is expedient to take 
immediate steps to reorganize the 
Red Deer Agricultural Society in 
accordance with the joint Stock 
Association Charter; granted by 
the Legislature of the Territories 
Said Joint Stock Association to 
work in harmony with an Ordin- 
ance respecting Agricultural 
Societies and subject to the Sup- 
ervision of the Department of 
Agriculture for the province of 
Alberta. And the president is 
hereby authorized to call a spec- 
ial general meeting of the R. D. 
A. Society at the earliest possible 
date to consider this matter. 
Carried 
This meeting then adjourned. 
(Signed), C. White, 
Sec’y Pro Tem.

GOVERNMENT MAY MAKE METRIC 
SYSTEM COMPULSORY. 


The Creation of the System—The Met- 
ric Table—Some of Its Great Advan- 
tages Stated by Prof. Maclennan— 
A Boon to Our Internctional Trade 
—A Very Important Question For 
All to Consider. 


There !s a strong probability that 
the Dominion Government will, within 
@ year or two, introduce a bill making 
the metric system of measurement 
compulsory in Canada, says The Mail 
and Empire. The subject has been re- 
garded as an academic one for a long 
time, but a step to make !{t a practical 
issue was taken when Prof. Maclennan. 
of Toronto University, was recently ap- 
pointed to travel about the country lec- 
turing on the advantages of the system. 
Prof. Maclennan will visit several 
points in Ontario in the next few 
months, carrying the metric propagan - 
da. After the college term he will go 
to cities outside the province. The idea 
of the Government is to educate pubtic 
opinion so that the future bill will ar- 
rive like a fairy godmother at an op- 
portune moment, and satisfy a need 
that tho Government ts now trying to 
make the people understand. What- 
ever may be the merits of the system. 
and whatever may be the state of pub- 
fic opinion a cowple of years hence, 
there can be no doubt that at present 
there {sy no sentiment at all on the sub- 
Ject, elther for or against a change. It 
will be Prof. Maclennan's business to 
stimulate and organize a feeling favor- 
able to the new system. 

The Creation of the System. 

About the beginning of the eighteenth 
century dissatisfaction with existing 
systems of measuring welghts, capac- 
adty and areas began to be manifested 
by solentific men without regard to 
mationality. Not only was every sys- 
tem then in use held to be defective, 
Dut hardly two were alike. Moreover, 
units of capacity had no reference to 
units of area or weight. One spoke of 
inches, pounds and quarts as one spoke 
of cabbages, kings and sealing wax, 
avith no intimation of the vital rela- 
tion among them. Among the English- 
men who found the English system 
wanting was James Watt, the Invent- 
or of the steam engine, who suggested 
the adoption of the Paris pound as the 
unit of weight, and the length of the 
seconds pendu'um tin Paris as the unit 
of time. He proposed that all sub- 
divisions and multiples of these stand- 
ards should be decimally connected. As 
@ result of these and other representa- 
tions, the Academy of Science, Paris, 
devised a system, known as the metric 
eystem. This was in 1789. Four years 
Jater the system was adopted, and 
ever since has been compulsory tn 
France. The basis of the metric sys- 
tem is the metre, roughly 40 Inches, 
exactly one ten-millfonth mart of the 
length of a quadrant of the earth's 
meridian, Water at a certain heat was 
the basis of the tables of capacity and 
weight. 

The Metric Table. 

The unit of weight Is the gramme, of 
which 500 are, roughly speaking, equal 
to a pound. The unit of capacity is 
‘the litre, about equal to a quart. The 
following table {s explanatory:

The litre is one cubic decimetre and 
the gramme Is the weight of one cubic 
centimetre of water, at a temperature 
that produces greatest density. Here, 
then, 1s a relation among weight, ca- 
pacity and length easy to remember, a 
vast improvement on our ounces and 
pints and yards. Instead of acres, the 
metric system uses hectares, and in- 
stead of cords it has steres. Decimals 
of a gramme replace ounces and grains. 
The metric ton does not differ greatly 
from the ton we know, except that it 
fs logical. 
Some Great Advantages. 

Prof. Maclennan gives the following 
reasons why the system should be 
adopted: 


a. The metric system is orderly, clear 
and logical. 

2. There are no specific trade tables, 
such as avoirdupols, wine measure, 
grain measure, etc. 

8. The single ratio of 10 is involved, 
thus making calculations extreme- 
ly simple, 


As an illustration of the third point 
the professor gives the following prob- 
lem: Reduce to millimetres § kilome- 
tres, 7 hectometres, 8 decimetres, 9 
metres, 6 decimetres, 1 centrimetre, 2 
millimetres, By merely striking out 
the words and using the figures we 
have the answer, 8,789,612 millimetres 
But to find the number of inches in 5 
miles, 4 furlongs, 7 rods, 3 yards. 2 
feet, 9 inches, no fewer than 12 differ- 
ent and complicated processes in addi- 
tion and multiplication are necessary. 
The time thus saved to clerks and to 
children at school would be of inestim- 
eble importance should the system be 
adopted. 
A Boon to International Trade. 

But the greatest advantage of all ts 
the stimulus the system would be to 
foreign trade. Forty-three countries 
have adopted the metric svstem; in 
fact, it 1g In use by all the clvilized 
countries in the world but Great 
Britain, the United States and Russia. 
It would serve as a kind of mathe- 
matical Lingua Franca, understoud by 
everybody. The disadvantages of the 
system, as pointed out in an article in 
Cassiers Magazine, do not appear for- 
midable, 

In Britain and Canada the system Is 
now legalized, but not compulsory. In 
New Zealand {t will be adopted with- 
fn the year, and at the colonial con- 
ference in 1902 a resolution was passed 
endorsing the metric system. A meas- 
ure was passed through the House of 
Lords establishing it, but the sentiment 
of the House of Commons wag hostile, 
and the bill was dropped, The Con- 
gress of the United States wlll preb- 
ebly deal with the subject at the pres- 
prt session,

A weatherbeaten oil painting hangs 
over the door of Mrs. Mole's sitting 
room. It was painted in 1846 by Geo. 
Thompson, a relative, and is, says Mrs. 
Mole, the picture of the early home of 
the family of Robinsons at Offerton 
Hall, near Sunderland, in Durham 
county, a house that sheltered King 
Charles II. for some time when he was 
an object of pursuit by his enemies. 

This chapter of early history 1s vague 
in the mind of Mrs. Mole. She believes 
that the Robinsons are entitled to an 
annuity approximating £100 per year 
for hiding away Charles Stuart, and at 
‘prescnt when property on Major street 
that she owned, has gone out of her 
passession, she turns to this alleged 
fact. 

All the rest of the Robinsons 
dead, says Mrs. Mole,

LIFE IN SELKIRK BiOCESE. 


Bishop Stringer’s Lecture at Blackfoot 
Home Meeting. 


An interesting description of the 
Yukon was given recently at the annual 
“Blackfoot Home” meeting of the Wo- 
men’s Auxillary of the Church of Eng- 
land Missionary Society in the Church 
of the Redeemer, Toronto, by Rev. Dr. 
I. O. Stringer, Bishop of Selkirk. 

By the aid of about fifty new stereop- 
ticon views Bishop Stringer portrayed 
life in Selkirk diocese, telling of condi- 
tions in Carcross, White Horse, Selkirk, 


Dawson City, Forty-mile, White Pass,- 


Windy Arm and other places. Pictures 
were shown of Mr. Cody, Bishop String- 
er’s assistant at White Horse, and his 
bride of six months ago, also a bride 
and groom on their honeymoon trip by 
sledge of 1,200 miles, groups of Indians, 
miners at work, views of “Bullion 
City,” consisting of one store, a road- 
house and a tent or shack or two, and 
“Conrad City,” scarcely so large, and 
the pretty house of the Commissioner 
at Dawson. Archdeacon Canham's work 
at Selkirk (an appropriate name, “sellg 
kirk, holy church”), and the “palace” 
and “cathedral” of the venerable Bishop 
Bompas, “the apostle of the north,” 
whom Bishop Stringer has been ap- 
pointed to succecd, were described. 

Speaking of mining, the lecturer sald 
that the day of the individual miner 
with pick and shovel along the Klon- 
dike creeks is about done, the big com- 
panies now getting in and doing most 
of the work.

Discovered Graphite. 

A valuable deposit of graphite has 
been discovered at French Vale, Cape 
Breton, by Neil D. Campbell. At a 
depth of twenty-five feet he found a 
13-foot seam. Samples were analyzed 
and were fuund to contain 70 per cent. 
of graphite, an unusually high percent- 
age. The location of the deposit is 
ideal. The I. C. R. line passes within 
four miles of the property, while at a 
distance of six miles a splendid nat- 
ural harbor on the Bras d’or Lakes is 
found. The greatost deposit of gra- 
phite {s found on the Island of Ceylon. 
The Ceylon product finds ready sale in 
New York at $120 a ton. A number of 
minor deposits are found in America, 
but both in quality and quantity are 
inferior to the Ceylon article. 

For Cleaning Windows. 

Kerosene is excellent for cleaning 
windows. Into a basin put two table- 
spoonfuls of kerosene and two of wat- 
er. Take a solt cloth a little larger 
than the hand, dip it in the basin, half 
wring it and wash your windows, both 
sash and glass. Then rub dry with a 
soft newspaper and polish with a soft 
towel. This process will remove fly- 
specks and dirt from both glass and 
paint more easily and quickly than 
soap and water and leave the glass with 
a@ better polish. The quantity given is 
wufficlent for washing two. ordinary- 
sized windows.

Peacemakers In the World. 


“Anticipationists,” if we may coin 
the word, expect great things of the 
alrship, and the greatest not the most 
obvious, writes The Dundee Advertiser. 
Two or three years ago an American 
novellst, who dislikes protection, wrote 
a story to show how triumphantly the 
alr traveler would burst up all their 
tariffs and  tariff-made monopolist 
Trusts. At the Royal United Service 
Institution the other day, Lieut.-Col. 
Capper, R. E., from another point of 
view suggested that the aeronaut would 
prove the world’s greatest peacemaker. 
Without saying anything about the 
probabilities, we confess to a Hking for 
the gallant gentleman’s manner of 
thinking. Most wars are made by peo- 
ple who have not the slightest inten- 
tion of taking part in the fighting. The 
Jingo is very brave in the music hall 
and at the public-house bar, but deep 
in his heart he feels assured that no 
enemy will ever get home to his own 
door. “The Jingo, he is brave, boys,” 
{s one of the silliest Nes. The Jingo'’s 
bravery is all vicarious; it is other 
people he fs willing to sacrifice. The 
perfected airship will bring him a new 
sense of responsibility. “When,” says 
Col. Capper, “as in course of time must 
happen, they became fully developed, 
war would be so immediately brought 
to the very door of the citizen, just as 
it was now brought to coast dwellers 
by the navies of the world, that it 
would become amongst civilized nations 
a calamity far more real and far more 
dreaded than even at present, so that 
in the end it was probable that the 
aeronaut might prove to be the gréat 
peacemaker of the world.” Let us hope 
that the thing will never require to be 
experimentally demonstrated,

He previously sat for 
Dumbartonshire in the 1892 Parllament. 
Recently he has acted as Liberal Whip 
and private secretary to 
Minister. Last year Capt. Sinclair still 
further cemented his long friendship 
with Lord Aberdeen by marrying his 
eldest daughter, Lady Marjorie Gordon.

In the annual report -f Prisons end 
Reformatories, Dr R. W. Bruce Smith 
revommends a prison and a reformatory 
at some point In the province north of 
Lake Superior. The increase of popula- 
tlon in that part of the province, and 
the fact that the jails and lockups there 
do not permit of the accommodation of 
prisoners sentenced to long terms, while 
there is no asylum in the d.strict, is the 
basis for the recommendailion. It {zg 
suggested that two distinct and separ- 
ate bulidings for the purposes named 
be erected on a tract of land of, say, 
200 acres in extent. The land could 
be improved and cultivated by prison 
labor. 

The report points out that 4,157 per- 
sons were committed to the jails last 
year for drunkenness, not including a 
large number arrested and fined or dis- 
charged by magistrates. Of these 1,119 
were committed to Toronto fall. It

Writing in Canada,” a new English 
publication, Mr. Beckles Willson has 
some very striking things to say in an 
article on colonial indebtedness.

THE MARKET REPORT 


hompson, Songs & Co.’s Report of 
Local and World’s Markets for 
Week of March 16, 1906. 

Wheat. In our last week's review 
of the wheat markets we stated that 
once the prices in the United States 
markets declined sufficiently to get in 
other markets, 


as they need to be considering the 
general World’s situation as regarus 
tne wheat trade, and this is just what 
is seen in the course of the ‘wheat 
markets during the past week, On 
Friday last, the 9th inst., the markets 
struck what is likely to prove’ the 
low point in the price of wheat for 
some time to come. On that day in 
Winnipeg May wheat closed at 74 
Minneapolis 75%c., Duluth 75%c., aud 
Chicago 76%c, The next day, Satur- 
day the U. S. government report for 
March was issued showing the estim- 
ated quantity of wheat in farmers’ 
hands in the United States on March 
1st, Varlous private crop experts and 
statisticians had put out estimates of 
from 175,000,000 bus. to 213,000,000 
bus., but when the Government esti- 
mate appeared it put the quantity at 
158,000,000 bus. Much faith is put in 
Government estimates although they 
frequently turn out to be off the 
miark, and not so close to actual 
yesults as some private’ estimates. 
‘Inis quantity of 158,000,000 bus, being 
much less than was expected of the 
Government estimate, caused shorts 
to cover freely and others to buy for 
investment, and while prices only 
showed a fractiona) advance, they re- 
covered the sharp decline which had 
taken place on that day previous to 
the issue of the Government report 
and the way was paved for a good ad- 
vance which took place on Monday. 
A sharp reaction took place on Tues: 


day and Monday's advance of 14c. 
to 1%c. was nearly all lost again 
Since Tuesday the feeling is more 


confident, and all markets have seen 
some further advance and close firm 
to-day. It looks therefore not unlike 
as if the tide of decline which has 
lasted for two months has_ turned. 
We cannot, however, as yet feel very 
sure of this, for there is at present 
too much wheat fin sight to make ar 
advancing market go easily. The 


‘American Visible Supply is now 13- 
‘900,000 bus. larger than a 


year age 
and still increasing, the exact 
quantity being 47,701,000 bus, at the 
end of last week against 35,094,000 
bus. last year. In the same way the 
quantity of wheat in farmers’ hands 
in the United States on March Ist 
this year is by Government estimate 
158,000,000 bus. against only 111,000, 
000 bus, same date last year. Beside 
this the surplus which our’ own 
country has still to dispose of out 
of last year’s crop is very large, 
probably not less than 20,000,000 bus. 
The World’s Visible is also greatly 
enlarged, amounting on the Ist inst 
to 208,704,000 bus. against 181.902,000 
bus. on the Ist March, 1905, an in- 
crease of 26,802,000 bus., as compared 
with a year ago, After all, however, 
considering that prices have not been 
so low for three years as they are 
o-day, and that the consumption of 
wheat is now on a much larger scale 
than formerly, and no certainty that 
the coming season’s crops are going 
to give over an average yield (and 
they may not even do that), we 
taink it is fairly safe to consider that 
prices won’t now decline lower than 
the low point recently touched, and 
that on any stimulus developing, such 
as crop damage scare, or increase in 
export demand, there will be good 
spurts in the markets, making favor- 
able places to sell on. Of course 
should important crop shortage devel- 
Ope later on, prices would readily 
advance very considerably again. 
Tnere is little new during the week 
in regard to growing crops. The U.S. 
wheat crop is progressing 
favorably so far as can be judged at 
present.- In the United Kingdom and 
also in Western Europe recent 
weather has been too wet and mild,

Leather from Sea Animals. 


“It makes a fine leather, the hide 
of the porpoise,”’ said a leather manu- 


facturer ; “soft, pliable and water. 
proof, and it retains these excellent 
qualities through long wear. It is 


father a costly leather, worth, say, 
twice as much as calfskin, 

‘‘Porpoise leather is used for making 
shoes and laces. It is more used in 
England than in this country. Here 
we run more to lighter weight shoes 
and wear rubbers when it rains. 

“In England, with a moister climate 
and need for more constant protection 


jfor the feet, they wear fewer rubbers 


and habitually more heavy and water- 
proof shoes. Incidentally 1 suppose if 
we should stand anywhere in the world 
Where numbers of men pass and look 
only at their feet we could pick out 
the Englishmen among them by their 
shoes. 

“Sharkskin is tanned into a leather 
that has various uses, most!y for more 
or less ornamental purposes, as fot 
bags and purses. ‘Lhe skin of ithe 
shark is naturally rough surfaced, and 
fishermen dry and prepare it and use 
it for sandpaper. 

“Leather made from the hide of the 
seal is used: to a considerable extent 
for bags and belts and purses and card 
cases and so on, including shoes. 

“The alligator, to be sure, is an am- 
phibious animal, not strictly aquatic; 
but it is aquatic enough to be inelud- 
ed among aquatic animals whose skins 
furnish materials for leather. The 
uses of aligator leather are familiar. 

“And then we have the walrus, 
from whose hide a valuable leather is 
made, that is used chiefly by manu- 
facturing jewellers. It is cut into 
disks to serve as wheels for polishing 
jewelry. 

“So you see we draw supplies of lea- 
ther not alone from the skins of many 
land animals but also from those of 
quite a numbor of the creatures of the 
aea. 


UPLIFTING THE NEGRO, 


A Revelation of thse Progress Made 
Among the Black Millions of the 
South by Industrial Education. 


The apostle of negro redemption, 
Booker T, ‘Washington, spoke before the 
Canadian Club of Toronto recently,. 
giving an address which was a revela- 
tion of marvellous work accomplished 
in uplifting the colored millions of the 
south. Dr. Washington, who has a 
world-wide reputation as head of the 
Tuskegee Institute at Tuskegee, Ala- 
bama, where 1,500 colored men and wo- 
men are receiving instruction, js him- 
self an example of what education has 
done for a gifted son of Africa. He 
was a slave, but he now displays the 
attributes of a tiighly cultured, master- 
ful personality, gifted as an orator and 
possessing withal the unctuous humor 
native to his race. One of his opening 
storles, having reference to this being a 
return visit, was of a colored congrega-. 
tion in his neighborhood who had trou- 
ble with thelr pastor over money. He 
went out and addressed them, appar- 
ently convincing all but one man at the 
back of the hall. Dr. Washington final- 
ly addressed him personally, and the 
negro replied: 

“We ain't gwine to pay him any more 
Salary this year.” : Ky 

“Now, brother, I wish you would bay 
perfectly frank, and tell me what the 
trouble is,” sald Dr. Washington. 

“We have paid him for them saine 
sermons last year,” was the reply. Mr. 
Washington said he feared his audi- 
ence would think the same of him. 

Dr. Washington said the negro ques- 
tion was most perplexing. The propos- 
ed solution that they be banished to 
some island and Isolated was entirely 
impracticable, for no wall would keep 
them from the whites and no four walls 
would keep the whites from them, The 
Tuskegee Institute, which was started 
in 1881, with thirty studentw in a Iit- 
tle shanty, had now 1,500 — students, 
with 86 buildings and 2,300 acres of 
land, with property and endowment 
valued at over $2,000,000. It had been 


a difficult task to get the black race .. 


to understand the value of industrial 
education. They had been forced to 
work for 250 years, and now they want- 
ed to take it easy. “ 

“But I told them,” sald Mr. Washing- 
ton, “that there Js a vast difference 
between being worked and working. 
(Laughter.) I said to them that being 
worked meant degradation; that work- 
ing meant civilization.” (Applause.) 

Among the results of that educational 
work, Dr. Washington c’:.d the erec- 
tion of their buildings by .1.2ir students, 
the construction of clvic improvements, 
the management of banks and the con- 
struction of a small railroad. 

Account .had been kept of the stu- 
dents’ one vacation, and it was found 
they earned three times as much as the 
ordinary, unskilled, ignorant black. One 
of the most satisfactory features of the 
work at the southern Institutions was 
the unselfish missionary spirit, which 
prompted the graduates to 60 out 
among the people and give their lives 
at small remuneration to the uplifting 
of the colored race. The effect was 
seen jn the better crops, the large 
houses and the bank accounts and hap- 
pier people. Stagistics showed that 71 
per cent. of the white people in the 
United States owned their houses, 
while 18 per cent. of the colored peo- 
ple owned theirs, which was not a bad 
showing for a race only 40 years out 
of slavery. A state Governor had sald 
recently that they were degraded by 
education. If that were true the more 
they were educated the ‘worse ‘they 
would become, and by logic every grad- 
uate of a college would be in the peni- 
tentlary. As a matter of fact, not one 
graduate of the Tuskegee Institute was 
to be found in jall anywhere in the 
United States. 

As to illiteracy the negroes compar- 
ed favorably with many other races, 
for, after only 40 years of freedom, 
there were only 44 per cent. illiterate, 
while in Italy there were 30 per cent. 
after centurles of freedom. In Spain 
the illiterates were 60 per cent, in 
Russia, 72 per cent, and in some of 
the South African republics 80 per cent. 
Experience had shown that the negro 
can work, and the wants created by 
civilization make -it necessary for him 
to work five or six days a week, while 
the millions in South African barbarism 
subsisted on one day’s work a week and 
did not want to do more. 

Dr. Washington took a hopeful view 
of the negroes’ future, and concluded 
with a story of a wounded sergeant in 
the American war, who, on being told 
he was passing away, made the chap- 
lain hunt a $5 bill from a faded book 
in his pocket and then he bet $5 he 
would get better. e s 

“Judging by my experience and my 
work with my race on this continent,” 
said Mr. Washington, “I will bet the 
people of the Dominion of Canada $5 , 
that the black race will get well. Ap- 
plause.) We are going to get well in 
body; we are going to get well in mind; 
we are going to get well in spirit, be- 
cause out from Hampton and Tuskegee 
and scores of industrial centres we are 
sending the doctors who are going to 
make them strong, helpful and useful 
citizens.” (Loud applause.) 

Prof. Kilpatrick and Mr. W. J. Gage 
moved a hearty vote of thanks. Presi- 
dent E. R. Peacock was in the chatr, 
and among the others at the head table 
were Senator Geo. A. Cox, Mr. Peleg 
Howland, Controller Hubbard and Dr. 
Parks, and Mr Julius R. Cox of Dr. 
Washington's purty. There was a re- 
cord attendance of 600 members of the 
club,

Tact and common sénse won't do much 
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to help a divinity student to grind up 
exercises, ‘or a law student to absorb 
jurisprudence; or a medical student 
to pass in anatomy—that must be a- 
chieved by dogged ‘‘plugging” and 
hard work—but in the world of news- 
papers it is the supreme equipment, 
and the “cub” reporter may have, 
while the chief lacks it. If the “cub” 
reporter has these qualities, with a 
“nose for news”, a good vocabulary, 
some touch of imagination ,and a 
pleasing address and presence, he has 
a first rate equipment for starting in- 
to journalism, and having only the 
most essential of these, it is likely 
that: in good time all these othér 
things shall be added unto him.

Prince Rupert was really the first Brit- 
ish Canadian business magnate. He 
Was & promoter of the Hudson Bay Co., 
and its first governor, in 1670. In that 
year Charles II, granted a charter to 
the prince and seventeen other noble- 
men and gentlemen, incorporating them 
as “The Governor and Company of Ad- | 
venturers of England, trading into | 
Hudson Bay,” and securing to them | 
“the sole trade and commerce of all 
those seas and straits, bays, rivers, 
lakes, creeks and sounds in whatever 
latitude they shall be, that Me within 
the entrance to the straits commonly 
called Hudson Straits, together with 
al! ‘ne. lands and territories upon the 
co»riries, coasts and confines of the 
seas, bays, etc., aforesaid, that were 
not alveady actualfy possessed by or 
granted to any of our subjects or pos- | 
sessed by the subjects of any other 
Christian prince or state.” The first 
settlements of the country thus grant- 
ed, which was to be knowii as Rupert's | 
Land were made on James Bay and at 
Churchill and Hoyle’s River. 

Prince Rupert was born in 1619, ies 
son of Frederick V., elector-palatine , 
and Elizabeth, eldest daughter of James 
I. of England. He was a man of im- 
Petuous bravery, but at the same time 
showed lack of caution. When only 13 
years old he took part in the siege of 
Rheimberg, and at the age of 18 com- 
manded a regiment of cavalry in ac- 
tive service. At the beginning of the 
civil war in England he was placed at 
the head of a regiment of horse and | 
took part in several battles. Notwith- 
standing a serious error at Marston 
Moor, he was soon appointed com- 
mander of all the royal troops. After 
the defeat of Naseby, on June 14, 1645, 
he retired to Bristol, but surrendered 
that city on Aug. 22. The-King there- 
upon deprived hin of his commission. 
In 1648 he was, for want of any com- 
petent man, appointed to command the 
fleet. He was blockaded by Blake ‘in 
Kinsale Harbor, and in October, 1649, 
forced his way out and steered for 
Lisbon, Blake pursued him and he was’ 
only saved by assistance from the King 
of Portugal. He subsequently escaped 
to the West Indies, but after the res- 
toration of Charles II. he was made a 
privy councillor, and served under the 
Duke of York against the Dutch. -He 
was afterwards governor of Windsor 
Castle, where, during the last nine 
years of his life he devoted himself to 
scientific and artistic pursuits, He 
died Nov. 29, 1682. , 


HOW CANADA GETS ITS TIME. 


Paper Read by Mr. R. M. Stewart Bo- 
fore Astronomical Society. 


At a meeting of the Toronto Astron- 
omical Society recently the paper for 
the evening was “The Time Service of 
the Dominion Observatory at Ottawa,” 
by Mr. R. Meldrum Stewart, M. A., who 
is in charge of the service. Everyone, 
from the railway management to the 
man on the street, ultimately dependent 
on some observatory clock. The method 
of determining the time from the stars 
was explained and also the essentials 
of a good clock. The ultimate standard 
at the Observatory is one made by 
Riefler, of Munich. It has a nickel-steel 
pendulum, is sealed up in a glass case 
fastened to a pillar on its-own pier in 
& basement room, automatically regu- 
lating its temperature, and it winds it- 
self up electrically every half minute. 
It keeps time with the stars, and is 
called a sidereal clock. The chief mean- 
time clock, which keeps ordinary timo, 
was also made by Riefler, and is mount- 
ed like the. other. 
daily by comparison with the sidereal 
clock. By electrical means this clock 
controls a clock in each of the Govern- 
ment buildings, and these again actuate 
dials placed in each of the rooms. Four 
insulated wires run from the Observa- 
tory to the city for this purpose. At 
present there are 42 dials in the Par- 
Mament bullding, 60 in the West Block 
and 48 in the Langevin Block. These 
with a few others make up a total of 
214 dials, 

Since the first of December last a 
timeball has been dropped every noon 
on Parliament Hii, controlled automat- 
Ically from the Observatory, and since 
the New Year the time has been given 
daily to the G. N. W. Tclegraph Co. - 
The entire service is controlled from 
the Observatory, It Is kept in a high 
state of efficiency. 

Miss B. A. Dent gave the first of a 
series of lessons on “How to Find the 
Stars.” Dr. Marsh of Hamilton, dis- 
tributed a number of photographs of 
the eclipsed moon, taken by himself.

SHIPS THAT VANISH, 


Tales of Vessels that Never Reach 
Their Destination. 


There are few things which are so 
full of mystery or which make such a 
powerful appeal to the imagination as 
the stories-of ships that sail galluntly 
out to sea and of which nothing 1s ever 
heard or seen after their masts have 
dipped below the horizon. At preseut 
the papers are full of the records of 
these marine tragedies. To-day it is 
the Claverdale, which left Hong Kong 
for Vladivostock, and of which no trace 
has beeen found; yesterday it was the 
Royalist, which cleared from Singapore 
to Hong Kong and never reached her 
destination; the day before it was the 
Idum, trom Norway, which vanished 
from human view, and so on, through 
and disappeared. 

What are the secrets of these mys- 
terious vanishings of stately ships with 
their crews and cargoes? In nineteen 
cases out of twenty the secrets lie with 
the ships many fathoms deep, and will, 
perhaps, never come to light. To this 
day no one knows what became of the 
City of Glasgow, which set her sails 
so gallantly in the Mersey half a cen- 
tury ago, bound for Philadelphia, noi 
was she seen again after the hills of 
Wales were lost to view,

with 180 souls aboard. She was ac- 
counted one of the stoutest and swift- 
est vessels of her time, and so, no 
doubt, she was. But she went the way 
the City of Glasgow had gone a couple 
of years earlier, and for forty-nine 
years has been lying at the bottom of 
the sea, but where none may know 
until all secrets are revealed. The 
trading vessel Atlanta started a quar- 
ter of a century ago for a short Cruise 
in Bermudan waters, and from that 
day to this no one knows what became 
of her and the 250 souls she carried. 

On January 20, 1870, the City of 
Boston sailed from Halifax for Ing- 
land with 191 souls on board. She was 
an Indian liner, a fine ship, splendid- 
ly equipped and handled, but she, too, 
was destined to vanish from the face 
of the waters. 

Tho victim of another ocean mystery 
was expected at. Liverpool in March, 
1881. March passed, and Liverpool 
saw nothing of her. The long delay 
in her arrival caused great anxiety, 
and the wildest rumors began to be 
circulated. On April I3 news came 
that her.engines and rudder had been 
disabled ‘in heavy weather and that 


‘she ‘fad: put into Madeira for repairs. 


There’; naturally followed a reaction 
from glooomy forebodings to transports 
of joy. The vessel was expected at 
Liverpool and her arrival was awaited 
by hundreds of people who. had friends 
aboard, but she nevér came, and it 
was found that the story of her arriv- 
al at Madeira was a heartless hoax. 
All the time the ill-fated vessel was at 
the bottom of the sea. 

On November 30, 1888, a large vessel 
was seen from the beach at Deal, sail- 
ing toward the Goodwin Sands. She 
was a fair picture to look on as she 
moved over the waters with her state- 
ly spread of sails, But as the eyes of 
the watchers followed her she was 
view. What caused this tragically 
sudden disappearance of 9 stately 
ship? That is another of the count- 
less secrets which the ocean has in its 
jealous keeping.
